UPPINGHAM 

The  town  of  Uppingham  is  supplied  by  the  Uppingham  Waterworks 
Company. ^  There  are  a  few  houses  not  connected  to  the  supply. 

LYPDINGTON 

Water  is-  -©b'tairred'  'In  hulk  from  the  Uppingham  Waterworks 
Company  and  supplied  to  the  public  by  standpipes.  17  houses, 
a  Hostel,  the  village  school  and  two  cattle  troughs  are  connected 
to  the  supply.  There  is  no  tendency  to  plumbo— solvency. 

Other  Parishes 


In  the  other  1 7  Parishes  the  water  supply  is  obtained  from 
shallow  wells. 

Messrs.  Pick,  Everard,  Keay  &  Gimson,  Civil  Engineers, 
Leicester,  have  been  engaged  and  have  made  a  preliminary  report, 
on  a  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  District. 
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Hi)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  house  refuse  collection 
is  carried  out  bi-weekly  at  Uppingham  instead  of  weekly. 

At  North  Luffenham  and  Morcott  it  is  hoped  to  collect 
house  refuse  monthly,  but  owing  to  the  reasons  stated  above 
it  cannot  always  be  carried  out. 

In  other  villages  small  dumps  are  provided  which  are 
periodically  cleansed.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  dumping. 

The  scavenging  of  earth  closets  and  dry  house  refuse  has 
become  a  most  urgent  necessity  and  must  be  undertaken  as  soon 
as  labour  and  transport  are  available.  Unfortunately,  the 
area  and  population  are  too  small  to  warrant  the  full  time 
employment  pf  modern  scavenging  equipment.

There  are  43  occupied  houses  on  which  Demolition  Orders  have  been 
made  and  35  have  had  notices  served  to  show  reason  w&y  a  Demolition 
Order  should  not  be  made. 

There  are  24  unoccupied  houses  on  which  Demolition  Orders  have 
been  made  and  40  have  had  notices  served  to  show  reason  why  Demolition 
Orders  should  not  be  made, 

There  are  five  unoccupied  houses  not  demolished  in  clearance  areas. 
Some  of  these  unoccupied  houses  are  becoming  so  delapidated  as  to  be 
dangerous,  particularly  those  which  abut  on  the  public  highway,  and 
should  be  demolished.  One  such  house  in  Norton  Street,  Uppingham, 
has  been  partly  demolished.

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936  and  1958 


Licenced  are  issued  by  the  County  Council.  Nine  Producers 
are  licensed  under  the  above  Order,  1936. 


There  a;f*e  six  cowsheds  which  have  become  so  delapidated 
and  require  considerable  reconstruction  and  repairs.  Nine  other 
require  alterations  and  improvements  to  a  lesser  degree.  Milks 
however,  from  these  premises  compares  very  favourably  with 
others.

POST-WAR  HOUSING  -  (Mr.  George  Dolphin,  Architect  &  Housing  Manager, 

reports  -) 


The  Council  have  entered  into  a  contract  for  the  erection  of 
15  permanent  houses  in  Uppingham,  and  good  progress  had  been  made 
at  December  31st.  10  houses  were  roofed  in  and  considerable 

plastering  done  and  joinery  carried  out.  The  need  for  manufactured 
fitments  has  slowed  down  the  progress  somewhat. 

It  has  also  been  decided  to  erect  8  Swedish  Timber  Houses, 

4  of  which  have  now  arrived  on  the  sites  and  it  is  hoped  erection 
will  be  commenced  in  the  near  future. 

The  Council  have  also  decided  to  erect  1.0  temporary  houses 
the  erection  of  which  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Ministry  of  Works 

It  is  anticipated  that  these  33  houses  will  be  completed  by 
Mid-Summer  of  1946. 

Schemes  are  also  being  prepared  for  a  further  10  permanent 
houses  in  Uppingham  and  54  in  the  villages. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  piped  water  supplies  and  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  works  in  the  villages,  very  considerable  drawbacks, 
difficulties  and  delays  are  being  experienced.
